serv ices 
was o riginally set fo r Easter b û t 
there was so me delay in co mp letio n. 


There is a p o ssib ility that the city 
co u ncil at its nex t regu lar meeting 
Tu esday ev ening, May 6, will p ass an 
imp ro v ement reso lu tio n u nder the act 
o f the last legislatu re p ro v iding fo r 
the o iling o f all dirt streets in Ku sh- 
v ille. 
Under the act, which was written 
b y City Atto rney H. E. Barrett and 
intro du ced in the legislatu re b y Sena­ 
to r Cary Jackso n o f this city , the 
city co u ncil has the p o wer to o rder 
the o iling o r sp rinkling o f the dirt 
streets and cleaning o f 
the b rick 
streets, and then p ro v isio ns are made 
fo r the hearing o f remo nstrato rs. 
The inference has b een drawn b e­ 
fo re this that the co u ncil wo u ld no t 
o rder any imp ro v ement reso lu tio n 
u nder the new law u ntil p ro p erty 
o wners had p etitio ned fo r the im­ 
p ro v ement. Becau se o f this a nu m­ 
b er o f p etitio ns hav e b een p rep ared 
to b e circu lated and will he p resented 
.at the nex t co u ncil meeting. 
The co u ncil can p ass an imp ro v e­ 
ment reso lu tio n at its nex t meeting 
o rdering ev ery dirt street in Ku sli- 
v ille o iled. 
On the same night they 
can adv ertise fo r b ids, acco rding to 
sp ecificatio ns 011 file, and thu s sav e 
two weeks time. 
Bu t ev en u nder this time-sav ing 
p lan, the co ntract fo r o iling co u ld no t 
b e let b efo re May 26. The imp ro v e­ 
ment reso lu tio n wo u ld hav e to b e 
p u b lished twice, o nce each week, and 
then after the last p u b licatio n ten 
day s wo u ld hav e to elap se b efo re a 
time fo r hearing remo nstrato rs. 
The first p u b licatio n wo u ld b e made 
the day fo llo wing the meeting, the 
seco nd o ne week later, May 13. Then 
the earliest p o ssib le date fo r hearing 
remo nstrato rs wo u ld fall 
011 Mo nday , 
May 26. 
The city atto rney has the 
imp ro v ement 
reso lu tio n 
already 
drawn u p so that if the co u ncil de­ 
sires to p ass it, there can b e no de­ 
lay in p rep aratio n,. 
Becau se the no tice fo r receiv ing 
b ids to award the co ntract might b e 
made the night the imp ro v ement res­ 
o lu tio n were p assed, it might seem 
that the intentio n was to award the 
co ntract fo r all the o iling. 
Bu t it 
wo u ld b e do ne o nly to sav e time. If 
the no tice fo r receiv ing b ids were 
no t p u b lished u ntil after the remo n­ 
strato rs were heard, two weeks wo u ld 
b e lo st when the need o f o iling is al­ 
ready ap p arent. 
The remo nstrato rs co u ld co me b e­ 
fo re the co u iiicl and sho w that they 
did no t want a certain sectio n

street o f o iled o r cleaned. 
In that

RECENT ACT IS VERY HELPFUL 


Eight acts ap p ertaining to ceme­ 
teries were p assed b y the last legis­ 
latu re. 
One has to do with the in­ 
sp ectio n o f p lans fo r any v au lt o r 
mau so leu m b y the state b o ard o f 
I health and ano ther regarding their 
u p keep . 
One act was p assed as a su b sti­ 
tu te fo r a law p assed b y the 1911 
legislatu re p ro v iding fo r the care o f 
ab ando ned cemeteries b y the to wn­ 
ship tru stee. A11 o ld statu te regard­ 
ing the inco rp o ratio n o f cemeteries 
was amended and two acts hav e to 
do with cemetery tru st fu nds. 
One 
act inco rp o rates a eemtery asso cia­ 
tio n near Jefferso nv ille and ano ther 
legalizes defects in mco rp atio ns o f 
thirty o r mo re y ears ago . A b rief 
su mmary o f the mo re imp o rtant p ro ­ 
v isio ns fo llo ws: 
Ho u se Bill 111 (Chap ter 110) ap ­ 
p ro v ed March *6, is a su b stitu te fo r 
acts o f 1911, Page 5 21, relating to 
the care o f ab ando ned cemeteries b y 
the to wnship tru stee. 
To the 
p ro ­ 
v isio n that the tru stee 
shall hav e 
charge o f any cemetery “lo cated in 
any to wnship ,” it adds “o r within 
any city 01* to wn within su ch to wn­ 
ship ,” which cemetery is ab ando ned, 
and fo r the p ro v isio n that the tru stee 
shall maintain su ch a cemetery in a 
resp ectab le co nditio n b y fencing and 
keep ing the weeds mo wed. It su b sti­ 
tu tes the -req u irements that he shall 
do so “b y fencing, when there is no 
fence; b y keep ing the weeds, b riers 
and b ru sh mo wed and cleaned u p in 
all p u b lic Cemeteries lo cated within 
su ch to wnship ,” if ab ando ned o r u n­ 
u sed. 
An emergency is declared and the 
act to o k effect the day it was ap ­ 
p ro v ed. 
Ho u se Bill 4 22 (Chap ter 199), ap ­ 
p ro v ed March 13, amends Sectio n 6 
o f the v o lu ntary asso ciatio ns act o f 
1901 (Bu rn’s, 1908. 
Sectio n 4 291), 
au tho rizing the fo rmatio n o f ceme­ 
tery asso ciatio ns b y 
inserting the 
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Mo re than half o f the amo u nt de­ 
sired to reb u ild the Sp iceland acad­ 
emy has b een raised, acco rding to 
info rmal rep o rts made atameetingo f 
the b o ard o f tru stees this week. All 
o f the eight tho u sand do llars 
has 
b een su b scrib ed b y p eo p le liv ing in 
the v icinity o f Sp iceland. 
At least 
a tho u sand do llars will b e raised y et 
in and near Sp iceland, it is b eliev ed.

THE MICHIGAN ELECTION. 


(Harper’s Weekly, April 19.) 
Michigan is something of a straw 


— quite big enough to serve as well 
as any other straw to show which 
way the wind is blowing. 
We our­ 
selves did not attach too much im­ 
portance to the municipal elections 
mentioned last week as 
indicating 
whether or not the Bull Moose party, 
as a party, had gained a footing in 
the country. But Michigan is too big 
not to be really significant. 
And the change there is too strik­ 
ing. 
Last November the state gave 
Roosevelt his biggest plurality. Now 
the Roosevelt party is a bad third to 
the Republican and the 
Democratic 
parties. 
For the life of us we can draw but 
one inference. 
It is that 
the 
Bull 
Moose strength of last autumn was 
not Bull Moose strength at all, not 
at all the expression of a full 
and 
permanent commitment to a new p ar­ 
ty, but something else. 
What else? 
\\ e do not pretend that our answer 
is more than guesswork, 
but

should say that the great 
showing 
made by the new party last autumn 
was due mainly to two things— 
Roo sevelt s personal popularity and 
indignation 
with

Perhaps we ought to 
add a third case—the general state 
of restlessness and discontent in the 
electorates;

other improvements are not uniform : 
Provided, th at such contract and the 
bids therefor shall separately state 
the cost of sprinkling, oiling, sweep­ 
ing or cleaning or otherwise im prov­ 
ing streets or alleys which are uni­ 
form with regard to the specifica­ 
tions as to such im provem ents.” 
Once the specifications are draw n 
up by the order of the council, any 
group of property owners within a 
given section m ay have their streets 
oiled, sprinkled or swept by private 
contract provided they are all agreed 
on the question, and fu rth er th at 
they get a perm it from the city and 
the work is done according to speci­ 
fications. 
There are 
some 
owners 
who would like to use this provision 
but there are some in their neighbor­ 
hood who do not w ant their streets 
oiled. 
The law provides th at 
the 
cost 
shall be adjudged against the ab u t­ 
ting property owners and the ovvnei 
! can pay it, if lie desires, or charge 
j his tenant fo r the improvement. 
The same plan in every 
respect 
would be followed in contracting for 
the cleaning of the 
paved 
streets. 
The property owners have a right to 
say how and when the work shall be 
done because they will have to pay 
for it.

City Council Can Include Every Dirt 


Highway in Rushville in 


One Resolution. 


PEOPLE COULD REMONSTRATE 


Earliest Possible Date Contract for 


Improvement Can Be Let is May 


26—Private Contract. 


There is a possibility that the city 


council at its next regular meeting 
Tuesday evening, May 6, will pass an 
improvement resolution under the act 
of the last legislature providing for 
the oiling of all dirt streets in Rush- 
ville. 


Under the act, which was written 


by City Attorney H. E. Barrett and 
introduced in the legislature by Sena- 
tor Cary Jackson of this city, the 
city council has the power to order 
the oiling or sprinkling of the dirt 
streets and cleaning of 
the brick 


streets, and then provisions are made 
for the hearing of remonstrators. 


The inference has been drawn be- 


fore this that the council would not 
order any improvement resolution 
under the new law until property 
owners had petitioned for the im- 
provement Because of this a num- 
ber of petitions have been prepared 
to be circulated and will be presented 
Ait the next council meeting. 


The council can pass an improve-, 


merit resolution at its next meeting 
ordering every dirt street in Rush- 
ville oiled. On the same night they 
can advertise for bids, according to 
specifications on file, and thus save 
two weeks time. 


But even "under this time-saving 


plan, the contract for oiling could not 
be let before May 26. The improve- 
ment resolution .would have to be 
published twice, once each week, and 
then after the last publication ten 
days would have to elapse before a 
time for hearing remonstrators. 


The first publication would be made 


the day following the meeting, the 
second one week later, May 13. Then 
the earliest possible date for hearing 
rcmoustrators would fall on Monday, 
May 26. The city attorney has the 
improvement 
resolution 
already 


drawn up so that if the council de- 
sires to pass it, there can be no de- 
lay in preparation. 


Because the notice for receiving 


bids to award the contract might be 
made the night the improvement res- 
olution were passed, it might seem 
that the intention was to award the 
contract for all the oiling. But it 
would be done only to save tune. If 
the notice for receiving bids were 
not published until after the remon- 
strators were heard, two weeks would 
be lost when the need of oiling is al- 
ready apparent. 


The remonstrators could come be- 


fore the coufiicl and show that they 
did not want a certain section of 
street of oiled or cleaned. In that 
event the original resolution could be 
modified to leave out that section. 
The original resolution 
would be 


binding on no one affected, it should 
be remembered, because they 
have 


the privilege to remonstrate. 


The law gives the council authority 


for embracing the whole city in one 
resolution in the following 
para- 


graph: "Such board or common 
council may at its option embrace in 
one order or resolution, and also in 
one contract, any number of streets, 
alleys or other public places for 
which the specifications for such 
sweeping, sprinkling, oiling or other 
improvements are uniform, or such 
board or common council may include 
in one resolution or contract such 
streets as to which the specifications 
for sprinkling, •weeping, offing

RECENT ACT is VERY HELPFUL 


Eight acts appertaining to ceme- 


teries were passed by the last legis- 
lature. One has to do with the in- 
spection of plans for any vault or 
mausoleum by the state board of 
health and another regarding their 
upkeep. 


One act was passed as a substi- 


tute for a law passed by the 1911 
legislature providing for the care of 
abandoned cemeteries by the town- 
ship trustee. An old statute regard- 
ing the incorporation of cemeteries 
was amended and two acts have to 
do with cemetery trust funds. One 
act incorporates a cemtery associa- 
tion near Jeffersonville and another 
legalizes defects in incorpations of 
thirty or more years ago. 
A, brief 


summary of the more important pro- 
visions follows: 


House Bill 111 (Chapter 110) ap- 


proved March" 6, is a substitute for 
acts of 1911, Page 521, relating to 
the care of abandoned cemeteries by 
the township trustee. To the pro- 
vision that the trustee 
shall have 


charge of any cemetery "located in 
any township," it adds "or within 
any city or town within such town- 
ship," which cemetery is abandoned, 
and for the provision that the trustee 
shall maintain such a cemetery in a 
respectable condition by fencing and 
keeping the weeds mowed. It substi- 
tutes the^'equirements that he shall 
do so "by fencing, when there is' no 
fence; by keeping the weeds, briers 
and brush mowed and cleaned up in 
all public Cemeteries located within 
such township," if abandoned or un- 
used. 


An emergency is declared and the 


act took effect the day it was ap- 
proved.

House Bill 422 (Chapter 199), ap- 


proved March 13, amends Section 6 
of the voluntary associations act of 
1901 (Burn's, 1908.

Mr. Payne's critical analysis of the 


pending measure characterized as con- 
trary to Republican as well as Demo- 
cratic doctrine, the provisions of the 
measure that admits manufactured 
products duty free while imposing duty 
free while imposing duty on the raw 
material. 


"This bill will prove a failure as a 


revenue producer," asserted Mr. Payne. 
He charged the Democrats with dem- 
agogy in asserting that they had re- 
duced the rates on necessaries and in- 
creased those on luxuries, solely with 
a view to relieving the strain occa- 
sioned by the high cost of living. Dis- 
cussing the wool schedule, Mr. Payne 
said that rates of the present law bear-

colleagues for reductions, but he was 
outvoted. 


"I wish to God we had had the re- 


port of the tariff board on wool In

f You Are Determined to Strike at 


Our Friends the Japanese, in Effect 
Says Administration's Representa- 
tive in Talking to California Legis- 
lators, Have Some Consideration for 
the Federal Government. 


Sacramento, Cal., April 29.—Even 
.ttaches of both houses w«re excluded 
rom t£e two long secret conferences 
leld by Secretary Bryan with mem- 
bers of the legislature. At the first 
conference Bryan asked • that alien 
and legislation should be postponed 
until some committee of investigation 
selected by the legislature should de- 
termine that such legislation, was an 
actual necessity at this time. Legis- 
lators who were seen after the close 
of the first session expressed the con- 
victio'n that Bryan's visit will result In 
the postponement of the enactment of 
any alien land legislation at this ses- 
sion and that a commission from both 
looses and made up of all parties will 
be named to investigate the necessity 
of legislation at this time. If this 
commission reports that such legisla- 
tion is needed, then a special session 
ot the legislature will be called. 


Opposed to this view, however, Gov- 


ernor Johnson plainly announced that 
an alien land bill will be forced througn 
the legislature. Johnson's statements 
are considered by Democrats and by 
regular Republicans to be bordering 
upon direct insult to the national gov- 
ernment. The governor appeared to 
be beside himself with wrath. "It is 
not a question If Japan will be of- 
fended, but have you given just cause 
for that offense?" he shouted, address- 
ing the assembled members. He shook 
his fist and emphasized his statements 
with oratorial effect. 


This new alien land bill that it is ex- 


pected will be jammed through the 
legislature has been drawn and is now 
in the possession of the majority 
forces. The new bill .is directly op- 
posed to the wishes of the administra- 
tion and embodies just the features to 
which the president objects. 


Secretary Bryan in his second con 


ference suggested four methods of re 
lief for California. One to delay im 
mediate action and permit the state 
department .to frame a new treaty 
with Japan; or to appoint a commis 
sion to investigate alien land owner 
ship and act with President Wilson 
or to enact a law similar to the six 
year land law for alien property own 
ers as in Illinois or to create a law 
similar to the District of Columbia 
statute. Either of these, Mr. Bryan 
said, was superior to the bill which 
includes the offensive phrase "ineligi- 
ble to citizenship." 


No Conflict With Treaty. 


Mr. Bryan acknowledged that the 


.pending bill does not conflict with 
treaty rights, but he questioned the 
assumption that the people of Califor- 
nia demanded such a la"w. He pointed 
out that only the Democratic platform 
contained an anti-alien land law plank. 


"If the people want this legislation," 


said Mr. Bryan, "why did they not 
elect more of the candidates of the 
Democratic party?" 


Senator Boynton,. floor leader of the 


senate, told Bryan that the legislature 
:s prepared now to pass an anti-alien 
land bill. "If you have ,iny message 
from the president," he added, "<-f a 
protest of a foreign nation, let us have 
it now, as we would like to hear it." 


Nothing further was said by Mr. 


Bryan on this point. Senator Birdsal, 
joint author of the bill, said that if the 
legislature does not pass the bill now 
before the legislature thta the people 
would immediately pass one more 
drastic by invocation of the initiative. 


Secretary Bryan told the legislators 


that "this is not an issue paramount 
with the whole state. It is not a ques- 
tion of immigration and land owner- 
ship ' alone. 
Friendly relations' exist 


between the United States and Japan. 
Commerce la increasing, and the com- 
merce of the Orient was of such value 
to California as a whole that tf would 
offset political harm by Japanese land 
ownership." 


Senator Sanford, Democratic leader, 


said: 'The keynote of the question 
is one of how to word the bill to suit 
the people and still make it effective 
as to present needs—to prevent Jap- 
anese from encroaching upon Ameri- 
can communities and conserve farm 
lands for our own people." 


Senator 
Boynton, 
administration 


floor leader in the upper house, de- 
sired that specific objections to pend- 
ing legislation be pointed out. 


"I Intend in no way to overlook the 


necessity which forces you in certain 
parts of the state," Secretar$vBryan 
said. "I have come to gain first-hand 
Information and to co-operate .with 
yon. There Is no question of the pow- 
er of the state to enact legislation, but 
I do desire to confer with you to pre- 
sent the national side.'

England Has Delivered a Practical Ul- 


timatum to Bankrupt Central Amer- 
ican Government in Behalf of Lon- 
don Creditors, and Harried Latins 
Are Seeking a Safe Refuge Behind 
the Monroe Doctrine. 


Washington, April 29.—To the trou- 


bles of the new administration in its 
conduct of foreign relations another 
vexing question was added when the 
government of Guatemala, through a 
special representative here, made an 
appeal to the United States for protec- 
tion against British reprisals for non- • 
payment of debts. 


Guatemala's appeal for help was 


made by Minister Mendez and Antonio 
Patres Jaureguey, special envoy to the - 
United States for the presidential In- 
auguration. 
These two representa- 


tives informed Acting Secretary of. 
State Moore that Great Britain has de- 
livered to" their president, Manuel Es- 
trada Cabrera, an ultimatum demand- 
ing immediate action. The British de- 
mand is in effect that the Guatemalans 
take some steps at once to make a set- 
tlement on their long outstanding in- 
debtedness to British subjects or else 
look for trouble from the British gor- 
ernment after the first of May. ' 


The appeal of the Guatemalan rep- 


resentatives to the state department 
was that the United States govern- 
ment take up the matter with Great 
Britain and prevent the humiliation 
of Guatemala by her creditor. 
The 


Guatemalans believe the United States 
shmild do this for them under the Mon- 
roe doctrine and in order to prevent 
Great Britain from establishing herself 
in a Central American country through 
the collection of debts. 


Guatemala now owes a total of more 


than $10,000,000, including principal 
and interest and arrears on her foreign 
loans and bonds, which are held In 
London. The British government has 
( 


for years been pressing upon the Gua- 
temalan government the necessity of 
making a settlement. 
Charges have 


been made for some time that Guate- 
mala had been acting in bad faith In 
the matter and that President Cabre- 
ra did not intend to meet his govern- 
ment's obligations as long as he could- 
play off the United States against Eng- 
land. 


That the Taft administration had be- 


come wearied by Guatemala's repeated 
defaults and delays was made clear In 
the president's message to congress 
last December, when he wrote that it 
the Guatemalan government did not 
take advantage of the way open to her 
to satisfy the just British claims, "it 
may become impossible for the United 
States government to escape its obli- 
gations in connection with such meas- 
ures as may become necessary to en- 
act 
justice to legitimate 
foreign 


claims."

THE MICHIGAN ELECTION: 
(Harper's Weekly, April 19.) 


Michigan is something of a straw 


^-quite big enough to serve as weD 
as any other straw to show which 
way .the wind is blowing. We our-< 
pelves did no]t attach too much im- 
portance to the municipal elections- 
mentioned last 'week as indicating 
whether or not'the Bull Moose party, 
;as a party, had gained a footing; in 
the country. But Michigan is too big 
not to be really significant. 
. 


And the change there is too strikr 


ing. 
Last November the state gave 


Roosevelt his biggest plurality. .Now 
the Roosevelt party is a bad third to 
the Republican and the Democratic 
parties. 


For the life of us we can draw but 


one inference. It is that the Bull 
Moose strength of last autumn was 
not Bull Moose strength at all, not 
at all the expressidn of a full 'and 
permanent commitment to a new par- 
ty, but something else. 


What else? 
We do not pretend that our answer 


is more than guesswork, but we 
should say that the great showing 
made by the new party last autumn 
was due mainly to two things— 
Roosevelt's personal popularity and, 
indignation 
with 
the 
Repub- 


lican party. Perhaps we ought to 
add a third case—the general state 
of restlessness aud discontent in the 
electorates; 
but 
that 
is 
hardly 


worth considering in auy reasoning 
that looks to the future—even the 
immediate future. 


The immediate future is quite 


worth considering. The Democrats 
are engaged in passing a tariff" bill; 
they indicate a purpose to .deal 
•strongly, perhaps radically, with o£h- 
er matters not less important. They 
conceivably may—and we sincerely 
trust they will—use their power so 
wisely and 
conscientiously as to 


strengthen themselves even in their 
first appeal to the country. But 
there is no denying that such suc- 
cess as that is extremely rare -in the 
history 'of parties, either in this 
country or in England. 
Ordinarily 


the strongest and best administra- 
tions, as well as the weakest, have 
faced reactions of public opinion, 
arid have suffered reverses. the" first 
time they went to the country. 


If there is such a reaction in 1914, 


which of the two opposition parties 
seems most likely to profit by it? The 
one that does will be the one most 
likely to survive. The few indications 
of the public mind that we have had 
since November are distinctively fa- 
vorable to the vieV that the Republi- 
cans rather than Hie so-called Pro- 
gressives are likely to be the 
opponents of the Democrats in 
1914 elections.

Senate Bill 160 (Chapter ^89)> ap 


proved March 6, enacts that who- 
ever has the control and management 
of any public cemetery shall "keep 
the same iu a respectable condition 
by fencing where there is not suffi- 
cient fence, and by keeping 
the 


weeds mowed." "Any such eorpora- 
tion^ organization, association or iu- 
'dividual failing, neglecting or refus- 
ing to keep any such cemetery in a 
respectable condition as herein pro- 
vided shall, upon conviction, be fined 
in any sum not exceeding $100 for 
each year such cemetery is so neg- 
lected after the taking effect of this 
act." 


There is no emergency clause. 
House Bill 303 (Chapter 158), ap-

Once .the specifications are drawn 


hp by'the order of t'he council, any 
group of property owners within .a 
given 'section may have their streets 
oiled, sprinkled or swept by private 
contract provided they are all agreed 
on the question, and further that 
they get a permit from the city arid 
the work is done according to speci- 
fications. There are 
some owners 


who.-would.-like'to use this provision 
•bii't'fhere.'aTe some in their neighbor- 
hood wno'^do not wapt their streets 
oiled. 


The law provides that the cost 


shall be adjudged against the abut- 
ting property owners and the ownei 
can pay it, if he desires, or charge 
his tenant for the improvement. 


The same plan in every respect 


would be followed in contracting for 
the cleaning of the paved streets. 
The property owners have a right to 
say how and when the work shall be 
done because they will have to pay 
for it.
